A “Stuermer ’’’ World Campaign ? 

Even more serious than the STUERMER’S. propaganda in 
Germany is the help it is apparently giving to anti-Semites abroad. 
The weekly ANGREB (" Angriff™) published in Copenhagen by the 
Danish Nazis, has issued a special “ Ritual Murder" number, con- 
using the material which appeared in the. STUERMER, and adding 
au article devoted specially to the Danish Jews, making a direct 
accusation that about fifty youne people disappear in Denmark 
every year without leaving a trace, all falling victims to Jewish 
ritual murder.’ The ’general format of the paper and the identity 
Ol the illustrations suggest that the blocks were actually placed at 
its isposal by the STUERMER itself. STUERMER blocks are apparently 
Uso being used by the violently anti-Jewish MILLI INKILAP, of 
Istanbul. 

The Arab daily AL JAMEA AL ISLAMIA was recently banned by 
the Palestinian authorities for publishing part of the STUERMER 
‘Litual Murder ” article. 

The close connection between German and foreign anti- 
Semites is witnessed by a prominent two-column notice under the 
heading, * ‘Request to the anti-Semites of all lands,” appearing in 
Streicher’s FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG, also of Nuremberg: ~ The 
editorial. office of the Lipre Parour, the official organ of the 
Francists, Paris (here follows the address) requests all anti-Semites 
who have issued papers or pamphlets to send them on, no matter in 
What language they appear. In return, the Libre PAROLE will be 
sent to them regularly.”

A devastating revelation of the methods employed by Streicher 
to win foreign support and to insinuate his propaganda is given in 
an article by Sir John Foster Fraser. whic h we quote from the 
NORTH MAIL AND NEWCASTLE Cnronicte. “ Here in Nuremberg a 
party of ‘us writing chaps’ who had come from England to report 
on the Passion Play at Oberammergau were dining together,” he 
writes. “We had enjoyed the beauties of Germany and appreciated 
the kindness of everybody we: met. 

~ Though newspaper men, I don't think any of us remembered 
we were in the town where the STUERMER was published. A 
message came that the editor of the STUERMER would like to meet 
British journalists and give us a welcome. Hk was not until he 
marched into the room, gave us the Nazi salute, two Nuremberg 
reporters sat down at a table and a lieutenant slipped round and 
placed pro-Nazi literature before us, that we realised we were meet- 
ing Julius Streicher, whose furious anti-Semitism had outraged the 
feeling of the world. Among the literature presented us was the 

titual Murder’ number. 

~ We sat stock still while Herr Streicher, a very tubby, very bald 
little man in Nazi-brown uniform. instead of giving a few words in 
the “Pleased to see you, hope you'll have a good time’ vein, pro- 
ceeded to harangue us for forty minutes on the way he had been 
called a murderer and a deliberate inciter of a pogrom —possibly 
expecting we would make it our job to do him justice. It was a 
tactless performance. Our stiff silence did not mean anything to 
him, for he invited us all to lunch next dav at the Town Hall of 
Nuremberg. He saluted, turned on his heels and went. 

~ We had other engagements which previ nted us lunching with 
Herr Streicher. We were friendly visitors to Germany and resented 
anything appearing in the Nuremberg papers that we London 
journalists approved of Streichers Caumpaign. Through a& repre- 
sentative we got a promise nothing would appear about his speech 
to us, as we wanted to’ wipe the whole thing out. Yet the speech 
did appear in full as oue ‘delivered to British journalists.” That 
gives us the right to tell exactly what happened 

This is a typical exaniple of the way in which Streicher attempts 
to kill two birds with one stone: to foist anti-Semitic literature -on 
foreigners and to persuade Gérmans that foreigners are supporters 
of anti-Semitism. Thus Streicher declared in a recent speech 


(reported by the Nurembs rg 8-L AHR BLATT! : The stage has already 
been reached where . English papers declare,’ The STUERMER 1s 
right!’”’ The new spapnel A.Z. recently reporte d that the Jewish 


question had been dealt with recently during the children’s hour 
on the English radio. These are fair examples of the reckless lies 
and deceptions which are thrust on the German public, almost one 
might say in view of the meticulous censorship, with official 
approval. 


Nazi Press Echoes Ritual Murder Lies 

Nor has there been any slackening in the blood libel agitation 
itself, which has now been taken up by other papers in spite of 
the confiscation of the STUERMER. special number. DER DEUTSCHE, 
the organ of the German Labour Front, recently, accused the Jews 
of Regensburg of having killed a German boy, who was found at 
Wallerdorf with a throat wound. The articte was headed, Ritual 
Murder?” The Donav ZeITuNG, of daar now states that it has 
been found that the two older brothers of the boy had in play held 
the boy by the throat, and he had died i strangling and shock. A 
Jewish pedlar named Zacher who had been arrested on suspicion ‘has 
been released. 

The Fripericus, of Berlin, published on its front page over an 
inch-high block-heading reading ** Murder-Jews!”’ an article signed 
by the Editor, F. C. Holz, which read: “ Jewish quarters have been 
conducting an alarm because a German paper has dared to recall a 
number of Jewish acts of murder. Ritual murder, these Jewish 
quarters tell us, does not exist.’ The Jews, the paper declares, have 
always been accused of ritual murder, and it proceeds to set outa 
number of alleged cases, particularly the notorious Tisza-Eszlar 
ease. The WAHRHEIT follows suit. by trying to revive the Konitz 
Blood Libel case of thirty years ago. : 

Pained by English disgust at the “* Ritual Murder’ number, the 
DEUTSCHE WOCHENSCHAU admonishes English critics, and calls on 
them “to remember that one of their best writers, Mr. Geoffrey 
Chaucer, describes the ritual murder of Saint Hugh of Lincoln.” 
Such is the mentality of Nazi journalism!

Streicher’s hour of triumph struck when, as recorded recently,

fhe practice of banning Jews from particular districts is 
proceeding apace. At the entrance to Eitlibrunn, near Regensburg, 
notice has been affixed proclaiming that " Jews are not wanted,’ 
(iris is the first such notice in the district. 

The Bruchsal (Baden) Municipality has barred Jews from 
\isiting the local baths. In Nuremberg no Jew may henceforward 
vnter the City Park. The Nordeney Municipality has written to the 
Jewish Press to point out that last year’s ban on Jewish visitors 
still holds-good. The Municipality of Arendsee, on the North Sea, 
while not prohibiting Jewish visitors, barred them from using the 
beach, the swimming pool and other places. Following a protest 

ya number of Arendsee citizens, who feared financia! losses as a 
result, the ban has now been lifted.

Thus the social ostracism of Jews proceeds apace, taking the 


most varied and fantastic forms. A section of the Nazi Press. for’ 


instance, has even started a serious campaign to prohibit the 
German-Jewish press from publishing their newspapers in German. 
The suggestion is not a new one, and was often made in the more 
wildly anti-Semitic newspapers, but now the suggestion seems to 
find favour even with more moderate newspapers. The motive 
behind the new movement is not entirely ideological, for it 
transpires that a good many non-Jews in Germany now read the 
German-Jewish publications where they find at least some news other 
than official Nazi propaganda. It is estimated that the number of 
non Jewish readers of German-Jewish publications now runs into the 
tens of thousands. ' 

In face of all these wild attacks .on the social status 
of Jews, it comes almost as a shock to learn of the gallant stand taken 
by a handful of student “ corps,” the most exclusive German students’ 
corporations, in defence of the pledge of tidelity taken by them to- 
wards their old non-Aryan members. Six of them, Borussia (Halle), 
Vandalia and Cuestphalia (Heidelberg), Rhenania (Strassburg- 
Marburg), Suevia (Munich) and Suevia ‘(Tiibingen) have been 
suspended and dissolved for refusing to obey orders and expel 


former members with Jewish relations. Of the one hundred and 


four student “corps,” forty-two had no such members, while fifty-six 


» Were content to break their pledge. 


Goebbels’ Purge 


The © purification” of German life from Jewish influence has 
been marked above all in artistic and cultural life. This is hardly 
surprising, seeing that in this particular sphere, the supreme arbiter 
is none other than Goebbels himself. Following his appointment 
by the “ Theatre Act” of last month as “Dictator of Art,’ the 
ruthless elimination of Jewish actors, playwrights, singers, 
composers, directors and stage managers became the order of the 
day, and here Nazi successes’ haye been tremendous. 

Among the recent dismissals are those of the actress Greta 
Mannheim and Herr Schweiger, the conductor of the Mainz Opera 
House. Herr Schweiger's tinal performance was the scene of an 
overwhelmingly warm ovation that indicated the lack .of popular 
will behind his dismissal. 

Albert Bassermann., one of the leading German actors, has 
resigned from the Companionship of Members of the German 
Stage and therewith has. in effect, retired from the German stage 
altogether. The reason is that his wife was recently debarred, as a 
“ non-Aryan” from appearing with him at the Leipzig Playhouse. 
In recent years “ Albert and Else Bassermann” bave nearly always 
played together; before the War, Herr Bassermann was one of that 
group of famous actors whom Max Reinhardt grouped around him 
at the Deutsches Theater. The FRANKFPURTER ZEITUNG, announcing 
his resignation, expresses “a feeling of mourning which will be 
shared by everyone who personally experienced Bassermann’s 
great art.” 

Bela Bartok, the Hungarian composer, who, Reuter reports, is 
not a Jew, has received a demand from his Berlin publishers for 
the birth certificates of his grandparents, A protest was made at a 
recent concert in Germany where some of his songs were sung. It 
was felt that with a name like that, the composer must be ~ non- 


Aryan.” “Instead of the birth certificates.’ said Bartok, ” they can 


have my music—nothing more.” And he refused the request. 

Alexander Kipnis, the famous bass, who has been retained in 
the German State Opera despite the fact that he is a Jew, has 
decided to leave the Berlin State Opera voluntarily. 

The appearance in the Municipal Theatre at Stettin, of the 
Jewish actor, Leo Reuss, recently led to a anti-Semitic outburst 
among the audience, and Herr Reuss (who is a front-fighter) had to 
discontinue his performance. 


“Film Dictator’ at Work 


In the film world.there has been a veritable holocaust. The 
American film “ The Trial of Mary Dugan” has been banned on the 
ground that the translator of the play, Rudolph Lothar, is a Jew.

REVISIONISTS DISGRACEFUL FOLLY 


Wanton Disregard for Fellow-Zionists 


At a recent Zionist meeting in Berlin for which the police had 
given permission, Revisionist interrupters created a disturbance. 
They were removed from the ball without difficulty by members of 
the audience and the meeting continued without further incident. 
fut they had done their work, however unwittingly. They gave 
the ANGRIFF the opportunity to publish a report headed “ Jewish 
secret meeting, grave fighting between co-racials.” “It is time,” 
the report concluded “to proceed rigorously against these people 
who have apparently forgotten how to live in a National Socialist 
State, enjoying here hospitality as a guest-people.” It is reported 
that the cause of the interruption was the use of the term ~ Marxian 
swine” by a Revisionist when referring to the Zionists. -This 
ludicrous charge has apparently been taken seriousiy by the police. 
The Zionist headquarters in the Meinekestrasse have been raided, 
searches have been made in the houses of leading Zionists, and the 
Chairmen of all the nineteen branches ofthe Berlin Zionist Organ. 
isation have been called to the secret police headquarters: and 
questioned there for six hours about theiractivity. The Revisionist 
Gezler and a number of other members of the German Revistonist 
arty have also been questioned by the police. 

Although the police found nothing of an incriminating nature 
in all its searches, an order nevertheless issued to close 
temporarily all the. Zionist centres in the city and to suspend all 
Zionist meetings, including even the Hebrew Classes. The classes 
have now heen permitted to re-open, but Zionist meetings are still 
prohibited, although officially the ban has already been raised. 
Agents of the secret police later repeated their raid on the Zionist 
headquarters. 

Revisionist attacks are not new in Germany. but never before 
have they assumed the present proportions, and never before were 
the results so serious. The Zionist leaders of Berlin. fearing that 
another incident of this kind may end Zionist 
altogether, have called the Revisionists to a 
Lo bringing about a temporary (truce.

FINANCING JEWISH EDUCATION 


FUNDS FROM SHECHITA AND TOMBSTONES 


Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman of the Central Committee for 
Jewish Education of the Jewish Memorial Council, presided ata 
meeting of that Committee on Thursday of last week. 

The CHAIRMAN reminded the meeting that a Sub-Committee had 
recently been set up to deal with the resolution passed at the last Educa 
tion Conference on the motion of the Rev. S,. Levy, “to consider what 
steps, if any, are desirable to increase the functions of the Central Com 
rmiittee. so as to make it more effective in co-ordinating Jewish education 
throughout London.” They had come, to the conclusion that before they 
could think of re-organising or improving, they had to have more funds. 
The Sub-Committee had finished its work by making two important 
stiggestions for raising money. The first was to introduce a tax to be 
levied by the Shechita Board on all animals that were slaughtered, and 
the seeond to put a tax on tombstones. It was stated that an additional 


tax upon Shechita was not practicable, but the Shechita Board had made 


a sucgestion that all the surpluses which went from the Shechita Board 
to what were termed the parent bodies should be handed over to the 
Central Committee for the purpose of Jewish education. 

This, said Dr. Epstein, would serve their purpose equally well. The 
United Synagogue had intimated that the Honorary Officers were pr 
pared to recommend to the Council to agree to place at the disposal of the 
Central: Committee, for expenditure on Jewish religious education in 
London, their share of such surplus as the Shechita Board shall declare 
and pay over for a period of three years. The Western Synagogue had 
agreed to do likewise on condition that all the other parent bodies did the 
same. The Spanish and Portuguese Community were prepared to follow 
suit, subject to certain reservations. The Federation had also agreed 
to come into line. So that they could look forward to obtaining practi 
cally the whole of the surplus which they would then be able to apply to 
Jewish education. 

As regards tombstones, cantinued. Dr. Epstein, the Federation had 
expressed its readiness to impose such a tax for a probationary period of 
one year, and the Burial Committee of the United Synagogue had 
unanimously agreed to make a similar recommendation to the Council, the 


suggestion being a tax of five per cent. upon the cost of tombstones. Thi 
net result of it all was that their Committee could look forward to receiving 
between £5,000 and £6,000 a year additional .revenue for the purpose of 
licbrew and religious education. It only remained for them to await the 
finalising of the above suggestions. He thought thatit might be as well 
for them to appoint a smal! Sub-committee to see how the money wast» be 
allocated--what Institutions were to receive the grants and in what ratio. 


Sub-Committee to Consider Distribution 
\fter a discussion the meeting agreed upon the motion of Dayan Dr. 
beldman, seconded by Dayan Lazarus, to appoint a sub-committee to 
cousider the distribution of the first grant, the committee to consist of Dr. 
i.pstein, Mr. Herbert Adier, Mr. Fersht aud the Rev. 1. Goldston. 

The Secretary, Mr. FERSHT, said that a number of letters had been 
received enclosing donations which the Rev. S. Levy had collected from 
young people in the Stamford Hill district of London for religious education. 

in reply to Mr. Augustus Kahn, the CHAIRMAN said that the sum 
received from these children was £258. 

Applications for renewals of grants were considered and the various 
sums recommended agreed to. 

A Report was submitted of the Sub-Committee appointed to consider 

ne question of attendance at classes and the advisability of setting up a 
committee to consider the best ways and means of securing the regular 
and punctual attendance of pupils. This Report, inter alia, urges the 
necessity of securing the goodwill of the children and the co-operation 
aud active interest of the parents who should be- given the fullest 
opportumty of seeing for themselves something of the work of the school. 
‘he children should be encouraged to show them specimens of their 
written work, while the- main feature of the prize distribution should not 
‘be the speeches of the adults, but the performance of the pupils. 

Wherever it could be-arranged, it was most desirable that Reports 
Should be sent to the parents at least once a year on their child's progress 
‘The Reports should contain particulars of the number of times the child 
has been late or absent. 

“The Report presents our unanimous views,” state the signatories. 
“We have endeavoured to make our suggestions as practical as possible, 
and we trust that they may prove helpful.” 

The Keport was characterised by the Chairmanwas an admirable one 
aud it Was agreed to take the necessary steps to have it circulated as 
widely as possible.

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DALSTON TALMUD TORAH FLAG DAY 


It is to be hoped that your report and editorial comments, on 
recent proceedings at a London Talmud Torah, the justice of which 
no reasonable member of the Community will impugn, will not have 
the effect of causing any of your readers becoming apathetic to the 
vast amount of good work done by practically all the twenty-three 
London Talmud Torahs, including even the one in which irregulari- 
ties are alleged to bave taken place outside the classroom. Should 
uny member of the Community allow such deplorable events to affect 
his active interest in and support of these institutions, it would indeed 
be visiting the sins of isolated individuals on thousands of Jewish 
children, for whom Jewish religious education was never more 
necessary than in these times. We feel impelled to make these 
remarks as a Talmud Torah which is about to appeal to the Jewish 
masses next Sunday in the streets of East, North and North-West 
London by means of a Flag Day sanctioned by the authorities. 
The Dalston Talmud Torah, which has an active roll of 300 pupils, 
has presented a Balance-sheet in every year of its twenty-five years 
existence. Its accounts are subjected to the audit of a firm of 
Chartered Accounts, but the Hon. Officers would always welcome 
‘investigation by any body or individual interested therein. Owing 
to the erection, by Jewish philanthropic trust companies, of blocks 
of dwellings in the immediate vicinity, about another 250 Jewish 
‘amilies will be domiciled in the district within the near future and 
it is expected that this Talmud Torah will be called upon to make 
provision for an additional 300 pupils.

THE CITY OF GOD 

Civitas Dei by Lionel Curtis. (Macmillan & Co, Ltd., 10s. 6d. net.) 

Mr. Lionel Curtis's striking new volume on the City of Godis an 
‘tempt to trace the idea of the Commonwealth, or rather Common Weal, 
»rouchout history. Asia provided the ancient world with the prototypes 
despotism and of rule by Divine right, subsequently adopted by Rome 
nd the medieval world, To Greece we owe the ideal of the Statein which

But civilisation knows one other 
ment of paramount importance—the ideal evolved by the Hebrew 
rophets, of a fature condition of affairsin which the woes and tribulations 
‘the present will be righted : 

“So, in the minds of this primitive and tortured Semitic com. 
munity, ground between the millstones of Nineveh, Babylon and 
Egypt, was born the dream of a righteous kingdom established by 
God himself, a dream destined to influence the course of history and 
to monid human society for over two thousand years.” 

Mr. Curtis, as is only to be expected, regards the Jewish idea! as 
nding its sublimest exponent in Jesus of Nazareth. Homer speaks of 
. two gates tothe impa!pable land of drenms—that of ivory, visions 
issing through which are “ Irony, cheats with the burden of vain hope,” 
ii that of horn, the passage of which presages future truth. A sketch 
{ the condition of Jewry in the time of the Second Temple and imme. 
ately after is entitled " The Ivory Gate’’; while that containing the 
rolegomena to the story of Jesus is cailed ** The Gate of Horn.” The 
ither’s essay upon the new teaching is the most brilliantly suggestive in 

‘he whole volume. He regards Jesus as a social reformer, his “ kingdom 
f heaven ° being in fact a perfected state of human society upon earth. 
‘at subsequently his disciples misinterpreted his teaching ; Christianity 
became encrusted with Judaistic and heathen and Roman ideas; and the 
ocial ideals of its founder were submerced under an involved theological 
aod hierarchical system. 

As will be seen from this, Mr. Curtis displays, inhis account of the 
rive of Christianity, acute critical powers. Butin his treatment of con 
femporary Judai-m, unfortunately, he follows’ blindly the orthodox 
theologians whose views in other respects he so utterly discards. One 
point is sufficient to illustrate this, out of the very many which could be 
adduced. He writes: 

“In declaring the unity of God, Judaism had given the world the 
most vital of truths. It was now telling the world that the will of 
God could only be fulfilled by the observance of an ever-inoreasing 
sysiem of rules and r tes eee! presented God in a false relation 
to men, and did little to suggest the vital importance of human 
relations, of the attitude of men one to another.” 

This, for one so scrupulous and so open-minded as Mr. Curtis, is an 
astonishingly unfair statement. Kabbinic literature insists time after time 
on the vital importance of human relations. A heathen once came to 
Hillel, the contemporary of Jesus, and asked him for a summary of the 
lerah. (the story is well known, but it can well boar repetition). The 
‘reat teacher replied: What ts hateful to the

lace to discuss here whether this negative statement of the Golden Rule 
vas posterior or (as is more probable) anterior to its positive enunciation 
vy Jesus.

Epstein (“ The Jewish Woman 
inthe Responsa)", W. M. Feldman (* Neurosis and the Modern Jewess”}, 
and C. Roth (“Outstanding Jewish Women in Western Europe”); while 
Mra. L. R. Wolff, of Montreal, writes on“ The Jewish Woman in the 
Home.” The volume is not perhaps beyond criticism in every respect ; 
its external format is not ideally adapted to its object ; and (though this is 
natural) English readers will find American conditions and the American 
standpoint emphasised a little too strongly. But there can be no disputing 
the fact that the work is eminently useful, that it fills a long-felt gap and 
that (for once one may use the phrase without misgivings and without 
exaggeration) it is one which should be found in every Jewish home, to 
instruct and inspire future generations of Jewish womanhood. 


Notes on Books and Authors 


In “ Le Julaisme Sephardi,” of Paris, there appeared not long ago an 
article by Mr. Panl Goodman, recounting in brief but lucid outline the 
salient details in the history of the ancient Congregation of which he is 
Secretary. This has now been reprinted in the English original, “ by 
authority oft he Gentlemen of the Mahamad,” and with a foreword by Dr. 
Lionel Barnett, under the title: BEVIS MARKS IN HISTORY (Oxford 
University Press, ls. net’. It is a delightful little booklet, pleasant to 
handle and pleasant to read, and a welcome addition to the series of 
publications with which the Spanish and Vortuguese Congregation has 
enriched Anglo-Jewish literature in the course of the past few years.

The recent exhibition in London of M. Georges Loukomski's exquisite 
drawings of the wooden synagogues in Eastern Europe adds particular 
interest to the brochure, IlOLZSYNAGOGEN IN POLEN, by A. Breier, Max 
Kisler and Max Granwalild, which has just been published in Vienna. The 
story of the booklet is in itself a portent of the times. lt was to have 
appeared some time aco, with the support of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis. in celebration of Dr. Grunwald's sixtieth birthday 
aud as the thirty-third volume’ of the ‘** Mitteilungen zur Jtidischen 
Volkskunde’’ founded by him. The economie crisis brought about the 
suspension of this periodical, the withdrawal of the support and 
less drectly) the diversion of a- number of the articles intended for 
the ** Festschrift'’ to other publications. The volume as it has appeared 
is, therfore, attenuated in dimensions; though its importance from the 
scientific point of view is urfiminished. Dr. Kreier, an expert in archi- 
tecture, deals with those amazing monuments of Jewish life in t’oland. 
to which Polish scholars and historians are beginning to devote increasing 
attention, from the architectural point of view. A lengthy appendix from 
the pen of Dr. Grunwald himself examines in detail the various motifs 
which figure in the inte:ior decoration ~—which, be it noted, includes on 
occaion eveh representations of the human form, A very large number 
of illustrations atds to the charm of a volume which must henceforth be 
considered fundamental for the study of synagogal architecture and of 
Jewish art as a whole. 


Fifty years ago, Dr. Gaster contributed to the “ Monatsschrift ftir 
Geschichte und Wissenschaft des Judenthums,” the foremost German 
Jewish learned publication, articles on Jewish folklore in its comparative 
aspects. Further essays on this subject, prepared at the same time. were 
not sent tothe press, and remained onpublishe Now, after the 
of almost a lifetime, this series is seeing the light, likewise in the columns 
of the MONATSSCHRIFT, with additions by Dr. Bb. Heller to bring it up to 
date in the light of the past half-century of research! ‘This extraordinary 
episode of literary history, in itself. would be sufficient to render the 
current issue of the MONATSSCHRIFT memorable. Noteworthy among the 
other contributors are M. Wiener, who reviews recent works on Biblical 
problems ; Felix Lazarus, who deals with the history of the Exilarchate:

A particularly interesting number of the 
CAHIERS JUIFS contains matter of current or antiquarian interest relative 
to the Jews of Germany, France, Spain, Italy and Palestine; a descrip- 
tion of the marvellous forgotten episode of the Wandering Jew of Lilescas; 
and an illustrated article on that wayward but magnificently Jewish 
painter, Mare Chagall. LA REVUE JUIVE DE LORRAINE is continuing to 
publish, besides matter of ephemeral and purely local importance, a few 
historical studies inciuding further instalments of M. A. Gain’s useful 
analysis of the Jewish population of Nancy in 1808. In JUEDISCHE 
FAMILIEN-FORSCHUNG, which continucs its existence notwithstanding the 
condition of affairs in Germany, Professor Guido Kisch has an extremely 
interesting study on the records of the various universities to which Jews 
were admitted, considered as a source of genealogical studies.

Those in England (and they are many) who admire the personality 
and the writings of Professor M. B. Amzalak, the energetic and scholarly 
President of the Jewish Community of Lisbon, will be glad to know that 
a bibliography of his various writings has been published by Dr. Armando 
Goncalves Pereira, of the University of Toulouse. Comparatively young 
though Professor Amgalak is, this comprises no less than 131 numbers, 
extending between 1911 and 1933. The versatility shown in this is 
immense, the subjects ranging from foreign politics to cod fishery. A 
large proportion, however, deals with Jewish subjects, the most 
important being a bio-bibliographical study on Haham David Nicto, which 
has not received in this country anything like the attention that it 
deserves. 


A booklet entitled NINETEENTH CENTURY ZIONIST THEORIES 
(University Zionist Federation’, sounds rather important. In fact, it 
is no more than a very sketchy outline of Zionist ideals by several 
exponents of Zionism, and some biographical notes. It is baed 
on a synopsis by J. Halevy, revised by M. Lonvish and published 
by the University Zionist Federation.

In the Fifth Century western civilisation received a blow from 
which it took nearly a thousand years to recover. The barbarian 
peoples who lived on the borders of the Roman Empire gradually 

ade their way inside, destroying and harassing all before them.

In Alexandria, in North Africa, where large numbers of Jews 
had been settled for generations, conflicts arose between-the Jews 
and their Christian fellow-citizens, the flame of hatred in most cases 
being fanned by bishops whose names are well known downto this 
lay. Augustine, Jerome and Cyril--three saints of the Church, 
vhose reputation stands high in the history of European thought 
‘ailed in their duty as good Christian shepherds by preaching hatred 
ithe Jews. In the case of Jerome, who lived in Bethlehem, and 
vhose name is for ever associated with the Vulgate, the well-known 
ranslation of the Bible into Latin. his conduct was rendered more 
reprehensible by ingratitude. While he learned Hebrew from Jewish 
teachers—in secret, it is declared, lest he should be accused of 
issociating with Jews—in public he preached hatred of the Jews. 
‘te admitted that ‘he himself was filled with this hatred because the 
‘ews “ vilified”. Jesus in their synagogues! His contemporary 
\ugustine of Hippo gave vent to his anti-Jewish peevishness in a 

Treatise against the Jews.” 

_If Nazi hatred against the Jews in Germany to-day be taken as 
-criterion, it will be possible to imagine what the anti-Jewish 
“fitation all over Europe really denoted, especially when it is 
remembered that the whole of Christendom, almost without excep- 
‘ion, was anti-Jewish. Is it to be wondered at that the Jews in 
‘espair clutched at any straw blown by the wind? In Crete, for 

‘stance, about the year 440, a false Messiah appeared and led 
‘any to destruction. 

Meanwhile in*Palestine itself Jewish life was at a low ebb. The 
Vatriarch was deprived of his office and dignities in an Imperial 
Jecree dated October 17th, 415. The last Jewish Patriarch was 
‘ramaliel VI; the Church Council of Chalcedon conferred the title 
on the Bishop of Jerusalem, who thus became one of the Five 
Patriarchs of the Church (Rome, Constantinople, Antioch, Alexandria 
ind Jerusalem). The loss of communal independence was a serious 
blow to the healthy continuance of Jewish life in Palestine. Learn- 
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Jews were hated and despised and, to the. 
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ing also was adversely affected, and the teachers of the age fearing 
lest the oral tradition should be forgotten set about writing it down 
The Jerusalem Talmud probably took a century to complete (about 
the year 425); the names of the actual editors are not known for 
certain—another sign of the times. A similar decline in learning 
manifested itself among the Jews in Babylon, where religious 
intolerance at the hands of the leaders of a revived and fanatical 
sun-worship, especially in the reign of King Peroz (459-4586), ma le 
life difficult and uncertain. Here likewise the great teachers of the 
age set about collecting in a lasting form the oral traditions of the 
Jews in jabyion, and by the year 500 the Babylonian Talmud 
was completed, a lasting monument to the genius of a great people. 

It has been pointed out that some fifty years before the Talmud 
was completed, and some fifty years afterwards, a sort of Christian 
Talmud—a Code of Laws—was published; the first was the Code of 
Theodosius II, the second was that of Justinian. Both are filled 
with hatred of the Jews.

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HISTORY OF THE FORGED “PROTOCOLS ” 


By Dr. J. BRUTZKUS 


Public interest has recently been awakened once more to those 
notorious forgeries. “The Protocols of the Elders of Zion.” In a 
number of countries there have appeared translations, which are 
sold very cheap or even distributed gratis. It is significant that the 
source of these has proved to be, either directly or indirectly, the 
German Ministry for Propaganda. Alfred Rosenberg, who is in 
charge of German fureign policy, has been for some time engaged 
on the “ Protocols.” He translated the forgeries into German in 
1922. and to his work on this book he owes toa great extent his 
career in the National-Socialist Party. Special attention has been 
drawn to two special editions of the “ Protocols "in Basle and Berne, 
thanks tothe action of Rabbi Ehrenpreis who, together with the late 
Achad Ha’am, is personally maligned in these editions as one of the 
illustrious conspirator-Elders. 

The history and authorship of these ” Protocols” have, of course, 
been fully cleared up, thanks to the revelations of the Duchess of 
Radziwill, an ex: Russian officer De Chailu, and to the discoveries made 
by the former Constantinople correspondent of THe Times, Mr. Philip 
Graves. It has been established that the forgeries were devised as 
a weapon in the struggle with the revolutionary movements in 
Russia, and were compiled on the instructions of the political 
department and Vice-Minister Plehve. ‘The instructions were 
originally issued to well-known agents of the Department, Rach 
kovsky and Manusewitch-Manuilov, who enlisted the assistance 
of a certain Golovinsky. Their orders were to prepare within a short 
time a document, showing that the Russian. Revolution was being 
prepared by Jewish Freemasons, who were ‘working for a world 
iictatorship. Rachkovsky then occupied an important post in 
the political section of the Russian Embassy in Paris. By 1901 
he had fulfilled this special commission. The document was 
to be put before the Tsar himself in order to weaken the influence 
of the Frenchman, Philip, whom his enemies ranked as a Freemason, 
and also to prejudice the Tsar against all reform, as being part of a 
comprehensive Jewish-masonic plot. The agent in this anti-Jewish 
couspiracy was to be a certain Sergel Nilus who was married to 
Ozerova, the favourite Lady in Waiting of Elisaveta Fedoroyna, the 
sister of the Tsarina and wife of the Grand Duke Sergei Alex- 
androwitch. Nilus, a mystic and fanatic, was to take holy orders 
and become the Tsar's. confessor. However, the whole scheme 
failed owing. to the discovery that Nilus suffered from some physical 
defect, which prevented his becoming a priest.. The document, 
which was handed to Nilus by the Governor Sukhotin, remained in 
the former's possession. Only in the year 1905, in the thick of 
the revolutionary movement, was it decided to use the document -in 
the struggle against the revolution. 


As a Magazine Article 


Nilus published the “ protocols” in the form of a supplement to 
his religious articles entitled “ Antichrist.” The magazine in which 
these appeared entitied “The Great within the -Small.” was 
completed on the 20th October, 1905. . It had been passed by the 
censor——-surprisingly enough—a month earlier. on the 28th 
september, and was printed in the residence of the Tsar, at 
Tsarskoye Selo, in the printing works of the Red Cross. The title 
of the document declares that these are the Protocols of Meetings of 
the Elders of Zion” in the years 1902-1903, although in the text 
itself the author says that he received them as early as 1901, From 
the style of the “ Protocols,’ which differs sharply from that of the 
remaining articles in the magazine, it is evident that Nilus was 
certainly not their author; indeed, he had not the necessary mental 
equipment, 

The first edition of the “Protocols” in Russia made no 
impression whatever. Even the anti-Semitic Press fought shy of 
making use of such an obvious forgéry. But the notorious murderer, 
Butmi de Katzman, who joined the Union of the Russian People, 
re-wrote the “ Protocols’ without the slightest scruples, re-shuffled 
the chapters, added some matter of bis own and began to publish 
them as an authentic translation of the “ Protocols” from ‘the 
French. Nilus remembered his edition only in 1917, in the thick of 
the second revolution, when he attempted to publish the “ Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion,” in the printing offices of the Troitskaya 
Lavra, at the time of Kerensky. This edition was, however. soon 
confiscated. 

After the triumph of the Bolsheviks the “ Protocols” became 
unexpectedly popular, as they forcefully advocated the principles of 
practical Machiavellianism. The Bolsheviks, like all dictators, 
cherished the doctrines of Machiavelli, and the enemies of Bolshevism 
found in the “ Protocols” what they regarded as the best proof that 
Communism was a Jewish doctrine. In 1918 and 1919 the “ Protocols” 
were again published in Novocherkask and in Crimea for furthering 
White counter-revolutionary propaganda. In 1920, there appeared 
in Berlin the German edition of Wilhelm-zur-Beck and the 
Russian edition of Winberg, with many additions and comment- 
aries. The old versions of Nilus and Katzman had told about 
the connections of the Jews with the Masons; the new 
ones altered the story into a plot concocted by Zionists and 
Communists. The latter theme was especially exploited by Alfred 
Rosenberg, despite the fact that as a Russian emigré he knew well 
that Zionism was persecuted in Soviet Russia. In close connection 
with the Berlin publishers stood the Paris translator, Abbé Jouin 
who published four whole volumes of commentaries on the 
“ Protocols,” and also the American translators. In England this 
problem of the “ Protocols” was taken up by a member of the 
MORNING Post staff, a certain Mr, Marsden, who had préviously lived 
in Russia and was in association with the aristocratic circles there. 


The MORNING Post itself took up the story of the Zionist Communis: 
conspiracy. The German translators on their part went so far as 
to give the names of many of the so-called ~ Elders of Zion.” amon. 
them Herzl, Achad-Ha‘am and other Zionists, together with prominey: 
political personalities like the Rt. Hon. L. S. Amery and Sir Herber: 
Samuel, and newspaper proprietors like Lord Rothermere and Lor 
Northcliffe. 

The campaign about the ~ Elders of Zion” was at its heigh: 
when the correspondent of THE TIMES in Constantinople, Mr. Phili)

The Disturbances of October and November 


We append herewith a summary of the Government Report 
to the League of Nations on the administration of Palestine 
for the year 19388: 

Arab discontent on account of Jewish Immigration and the sale 
of land to Jews, which has been a permanent feature of political 
opinion.in Palestine for the past ten years, began to show signs of 
renewed activity from the beginning of 1938, developing in intensity 
until it reached a climax in the riots of October and November. A 
campaign against Jewish immigration began in the Arab Press 
about the end of August, and rapidly developed in intensity. At the 
beginning of September the President of the Arab Executive Com 
mittee delivered a speech on the subject at the Moslem festival of Nebi 
Rubin and telegraphed to the High-Commissioner demanding the 
immediate stoppage of immigration. The agitation was fostered by 
means of the pressand public meetings. The hostile feeling against 
Jewish immigration was intensified by knowledge of the recent 
settlement in Palestine of a large number of Jews, estimated at 
some 10,000, without permission. Wherever opportunity offered, the 
Government made it clear that there had been and would be no 
change in the policy by which immigration into Palestine is 
regulated. 

The Arab Executive, however, adopted a resolution to declare a 
general strike on Friday, the 13th October, and on-the same day to 
demonstrate in procession in Jerusalem against the Goverment's 
policy in the matter of immigration. Government made it clear 
that no procession likely to endanger the peace would be allowed. 
In defiance of the prohibition a procession was held on the appointed 
day and the police were obliged to disperse an unruly crowd by 
biton charge. Towards the end of October and in November a train 
of similar causes led to serious rioting in various towns of Palestine, 
and if was necessary for the Police to use their firearms to restore 
order. Troops, however, were not required to intervene. 

A strike of Arab shopkeepers was almost generally observed 
throughout Palestine between the 27th October and the 3rd 
November, while the state of disorder and tension lasted. In view 
of the false or exciting reports which -were published after the out 
break at Jaffa on the 27th October. a censorship of the Press was 
imposed under the Delence Order in Council 1931. The censorship 
was maintained for five days. ‘The Arab Press went on strike as a 
protest and for six days no Arabic newspapers appeared. The 
Palestine Government for that period distributed an official bulletin. 
The total casualties in the rioting were: one constable and twenty- 
four civilians killed or died of wounds, twenty-eight constables and 
two hundred and four civilians wounded. 

Dissatisfaction with the Government's policy in regard to Jewish 
immigration on the ground of its niggardliness and severity to thein 
selves was equally expressed, at least on one occasion, in the form 
of an illegal procession. This happened at Tel-Aviv on the Lith of 
December, following a pro‘est meeting arranged by the Revisionist 
Organisation ; in the resulting clash with the Police eleven Police 
officers and eight civilians were injured. 

The results of the special action taken in the Tulkarm sub- 
district are already visible in a sensible diminution in the incidence 
of agrarian crime. On the whole the reduction in agrarian crime 
is in the neighbourhood of fifty per cent. As for the Police them 

* selves their behaviour in most trying circumstances was admirable 
in its patience and restraint as well as resoluteness. 

One criine calls for specia! mention, the murder of Dr. Chaim 
Arlosoroff at Tel-Aviv on the 16:h June. The loss of Dr. Arlosoroff 
was very deeply felt not only by the Jews for whom he had 
‘aboured with such devotion and success, but also by the High 
Commissioner and the officers of the Administration with whom 
ne had established mutually helpful relations of trust and esteem 
1s the spokesman of the Jewish Agency. 


Policy and Development 
The stages leading up to self-government in Palestine were 
ounce more declared by the High Commissioner in interview with 
members of the Arab Executive and with Arab Mayors in October 
und November. The Secretary of State took the opportunity of 
his radio-telephonic speech from London at the opening of the 


Haifa Harbour to restate the policy of the Mandatory. So far as. 


coneerns immigration the Palestine Government is anxious to 
establish a closer relation between the number of ney arrivals and 
‘he true economic absorptive capacity of the country on the long 
view; and to put a stop to illegal settlement which vitiates all 
attempts to determine that capacity with precision. It is proposed 
‘hata loan of £2,000,000 for the development of the country shall be 
suaranteed by His Majesty's Government. 


So far, 652 Arab heads of families have been admitted to the 
register of landless Arabs. There were 2,541 claims disallowed, and 
532 cliims were still under examination at the end of the year. 
The difference between 652 (admitted) and 821 (estimated) represents 
future claims from Arabs at present still cultivating lands which 
have passed into Jewish ownership, but who will be obliged to leave 
those lands as the Jewish owners undertake their settlement. The 
rights of teunant-cultivators in this country are now adequately 
safeguarded by a law which was enacted in August, 1933, extending 
the protection given to certain cultivators by the Protection of 
Cultivators Ordinance 1920 and its subsequent amendments. 

The number of observation stations established in the coastal 
plan, on private and municipal wells has been increased to thirty 
four. These stations, which are yielding important information as 
to the seaonal fluctuations of the level of the underground water- 
table, are so placed that a check can be kept on subterranean condl- 
tions in their relation to annual increase in the area under citrus 
culture. An experiment is being carried out in the conservation of 
flood water in the Beersheba district by means of a dam. across a 
wadi; if this experiment proves successful, it may be the forerunner 
of a series of undertakings which will bring vast stretches of waste 
land under cultivation. A water resources survey has been insti. 
tuted for the examination of the available water resources of the 
country. 

Largely on the basis of the recommendations of Mr. C. F. 
Strickland, C.1L.E., a comprehensive new Co-operative Societies 
Ordinance was enacted in December, which, it is hoped, will answer 
the needs equally of Arab as well as Jewish farmers. In one case 
at Athlit Arabs and Jews have formed a co-operative society 
together. The Jewish movement bas been making steady progress 
and 109 new societies were registered inthe year. Atthe end of the 
year Balance-sheets had been submitted by 215 societies out of a 
total of 304 societies from which returns were due. The total 
number of Jewish societies is 504 and there are four German 
societies. 

During the year, negotiations went forward for the establish 
ment of an Agricultural Mortgage Company and all preliminary 
arrangements have row been completed. The capital of the 
Company will be £P400,000 subscribed by Barclays Bank, the Anglo 
Palestine Bank, the Ottoman Bank, the Palestine Economic Cor 
poration, the Palestine Corporation of America and by the Pruden. 
tial and Guardian Insurance Companies of Great Britain. Steps 
are now being taken with the object of including the Arab Bank of 
Palestine among the participants and provision has been made also 
for the subscription of some share capital by the Jewish Farmers 
Federation of Palestine. Government assistance of the Company is. 
to take the form of an advance made to the Company (from funds set 
aside for the purpose inthe proposed New Government Guaranteed 
Loan), for the establishment of a guarantee fund to secure deben: 
ture issues. 


Jewish Immigration 


IHegal settlement in Palestine, mostly of Jews, has caused the 
Palestine Government much concern. In 1931, special facilities 
were granted to-persons in the country without permission to 
reguiarise their presence and some 6,000 in all. were registered. 
Many more, however, have since been added to the population, 
largely travellers remaining after the validity of their visas had 
expired, but also not afew who had evaded the frontier controls 
originally. It was estimated thatthe number of these unauthorised 
settlers had reached a total of 22,400 im the last two years. 
The welfare of Palestine as a whole requires that immigration 
shall be adjusted to economic needs in respect of quality as well as 
of numbers, but these illegal settlers were unselected in both 
respects, so that their coming might involve disproportion and over. 
crowding in professions and callings, and did, in fact, upset the 
calculations upon which is based the periodical assessment of the 
number of openings for working men and women under the labour 
schedule. 

Measures were accordingly taken in November to check this 
undesirable practice. In addition, travellers, other than those in 
the first class, must each deposit £P60 as guarantee that they will 
not, without authority, remain in Palestine beyond the period which 
their visas permit. The High Commissioner will, if necessary, 


deduct from any labour schedule which he may decide to grant, a 


number representing the illegal settlement adjudged likely to take 
place during the period of the schedule, having regard to the figures 
of such settlement in the preceding periods. 

To relieve the plight of German Jews the Palestine Government, 
without infringing the principle of economic absorptive capacity, 
granted a number of administive concessions: it issued 3,000 labour 
immigration certificates in advance and applications from settlers 
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in Palestine for the admission of their near relatives were treated 
with special consideration. In addition, immigration of capitalists 
and skilled artisans from Germany was facilitated. 


The Jewish Community 


There have been indications of a rapprochement between the 
official Jewish Community and the Central Agudath Israel. The 
Vaad Leumi has made overtures to the Agudah with a view to 
arranging provision for the stricter requirements of Agudist Jews 
in matters, for example, of personal status and female franchise. 
At the instance of the Vaad Leumi, the Government has recom- 
mended the amendment of Jewish Community Regulations, 1927, so 
as (a) to extend in proper cases the term of office of a local Com- 
munal Committee from one to three years; (b) to vest the Executive 
Committee of the Vaad Leumi with juristic personality. 

The Religious Communities Organisation Ordinance of 1926 is 
being amended in order that the Vaad Leumi may be empowered 
to raise loans; and, by the good offices of the Government, the Vaad 
Leumi will then receive an advance of £P26,000 under these powers 
from Barclays Bank. This sum is to be applied to liquidating the 
debts outstanding in respect of Jewish educational services for the 
period from October, 1932, to March, 1934, mainly as arrears of 
salaries to teachers. 

The arrest and examination of two young Revisionists: on 
suspicion of being concerned in the murder of Dr. Arlosoroff has 
embittered the feelings of Zionists generally and of Jewish Labour 
in particular against the Revisionist Party. From acrimonious 
polemics in the Press, this bitterness passed to the streets and fields, 
where Jewish labourers and Revisionist sympathisers have on 
occasions come to blows. 

In the orange-picking season, trouble again developed owing to 
the insistence of the Jewish Labour Organisation upon the exclusion 
of non-Jewish and non-Union workmen, The bounds of peaceful 
picketing were sometimes overstepped and overt intimidation took 
place. The Government proposes to amend the law so as to allow 
peaceful picketing only where the issue arises from causes unconnected 
with the race, religion or language of employees, 

Economic Affairs 

If evidence is wanted of the continued economic prosperity of 
Palestine, it may be found in surplus balances which it is estimated 
will amount to almost £2.500,000 at the 3lst March, 1934. Generally 
speaking, the favourable situation may be ascribed to the arrival of 
capitalist settlers and bintigrants whose needs in food, 
clothing and accommodation must be supplied; to a consequential 
increase in the import of foreign commodities and consumption of 
local produce; to trade facilities resulting from availability of cheap 
credit. in the shape of unemployed capital lying in the banks; to the 
infessant extension of agriculture: and to sustained activity in the 
building trades. -Cereal importations, including rice, were swollen 
also by the failure of the local harvests.

There is no question that Palestine at present offers an attractive 
market for investment not necessarily exclusively Jewish 
are signs of the awakening of a livelier interest on the part of 
British and Continental investors and exporters.

| Lastly, on the representa- 
tions of a delegation of Jewish shippers who visited Ottawa for the 
purpose in the summer of 1932, the Canadian Government agreed to 
admit Jaffa oranges into the Dominion free of import duty between 
the Ist April and the Ist October. The Mandatory Government has 
declared that the interests of the Palestine citrus trade are con- 
tinually borne in mind in connection with commercial negotiations 
between the United Kingdom and foreign countries. 

The Government has decided to effect considerable improve- 
ments at the Port of Jaffa. A Tourist Development Association 
has been formed in Palestine, and is participating in the work of the 
Committee which the Government has appointed to make recom. 
mendations for the better advertising abroad of Palestine’s attractions 
as a tourist resort. Special supplements issued by the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN and the FINANCIAL NEws have contributed to publicity of 
the kind during the year. The Anglo-Palestine Exhibition arranged 
in London in May was a further stimulant. The lraq Petroleum 
Company has constructed a metalled road for one hundred miles 
through the difficult lava region of the Transjordan desert. 

No better fortune than in the previous year attended the Pales 
tine Agriculturists during the seasons of 1983. In the aggregate 
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during 19383, the waiver of tithes reached the figure of £P193,500 oy: 
of an assessment of £P245,000, or eighty per cent. The Governmen: 
Department of Agriculture and Forests has recently devoted specia| 
attention to bee keeping.

Among Jews the decrease of unemployment observed in the 
last six months of 1952 continues. The lowest monthly figure 
was 500 in March and the highest 1.550 in December. 

The wages paid in the Jewish building trade increased by 29 to 
10 per cent. as compared with the previous year. 

The rate of wages paid to Arab building workers also showed 
ncreases, though in a less degree. In the industries employing 
Jewish labour, wages increased in the building material industry 
and in woodworks connected with construction. Wages increased 
in printing, clothing and other establishments. A slight increase 
of wages took place in Jew sh agrictltural employment. As a rule 
in Jewish industry, almost all the larger undertakings and a great 
number of the smaller ones observed the eight-hours working day.

VIGOROUS EFFORTS FOR APPEAL 

Following the appeal of the Rabbis on behalf of Stavsky, 110 
leading Jews in Palestine have issued a call to the Jewish public to 
support efforts for an appeal against the sentence. The signa- 
tories of the call include Mr. Dizengoff, the Mayor, and Mr. Rokeach, 
the Vice Mayor, of Tel-Aviv, Mr. Smiliansky, President of the Jewish 
Farmers’ Association, the Presidents of the Jewish Communities of 
Jaffa, Tel-Aviv, Rehoboth, Petach Tikvah and Rishon-le-Zion, Dr. Saul 
Chernikovsky, the famous Hebrew poet, many other writers, journal. 
ists, industrialists, merchants, and leaders of the Mizrachi, General 
Zionists and Jewish State Party, including Ex-Deputy Farbstein, 
Rabbi Meir Berlin and Rabbi J. L. Fishman. The manifesto reads: 
“Tothe Yishuv andthe Jewish people in the Diaspora: We profoundly 
believe that the Court lias handed down a judgment that is gravely 
mistaken. An innocent man has been sentenced to death by a 
majority vote. Stavsky is the victim of a terrible mistake. We 
conceive it our duty to arouse Jewish public opinion to save this 
innocent man. Defence activities for truth and justice must be 
continued. We believe and we hope that the truth will conquer.” 

QUESTION ASKED IN HOUSE OF COMMONS 

Mr. Wepaowoop asked the Secretary af State for the Colonies 
whether the appeal in the Stavsky case is to be to an English court 
or to an English judgé ; and whether the Report of the case will be 
looked through at the Colonial Office by the legal department. 

Sir PHiLie CUNLIFPR-LISTER replied that the Court of Criminal 
Appeal in Palestine was normally composed of three judges (the 


‘presiding member being a British judge), who were selected from the 


establishment of the Supreme Court. The Supreme Court was 
composed of a British Chief Justice, one other British judge and 
four Palestinian judges. As regards the second part of the question, 
when the le port of the case was received it would certainly be 
looked through by his legal advisers, but the Hon. Member would 
understand that that would uot be for the purpose of reviewing the 
decision of the Court, which he had not the power to do. 


The Central Committee of the United Jewish Socialist Workers’ 
Party, Poale .Zion-Zeire Zion of-Ameriea, has issued a statement 
which says that while they do not doubt the impartiality and the 
legal regularity of the Stavsky trial. the Dofence must be helped, 
so long as there is even the slenderest hope that the Higher Court 
will change the verdict. “ Whatever the final result will be.” the 
statement adds, “we are opposed to the death sentence,. and we 
urge a fight against capital punishment in Palestine.” 

It is belreved that the appeal will not be heard before the 
middle of July, in order to give Mr. Horace Samuel, the Counsel for 
the Defence, time to recuperate after an operation for appendicitis. 


The Arlosoroff Murder Trial 


> 
DISSENTING JUDGE'S VIEW 


We print below the text of Judge Valero’s dissenting judgment 
in the Arlosoroff Murder Trial. The Court reached its verdict by a 
majority of three to one: : 

t. The assailants passed by and looked at the victim and his 
wife several times, and one of them exposed himself in an indecent 
manner in their view before the attack took place; 2, the crime 
was committed at such a time and such a place when and where 
persons are kuown to and in fact do resort for immoral purposes ; 
$, the first description given by Mrs. Arlosoroff of the two assailants 
is totally different from the actual appearance of either Stavsky or 
Rosenblatt, except as far as Stavsky's figure is concerned; 4, Mrs. 
Arlosoreff is mistaken, though in good faith, in her evidence of 
identification of the accused; 5, the alibi of the accused is sufficiently 
estublished ; 6, the prosecution has failed to produce any relevant 
connection between Staysky and Rosenblatt: 7, the motive suggested 
by the prosecution is not proved. 

In these circumstances, looking at the case broadly, I have 
urrived at the following conclusions: 1, that the crime was not 
political, bat. was most probably a banal attack for sexual purposes ;. 
2, that none of the accused had any connection in the murder. I 
therefore find them not guilty of the charge and acquit them. 


The .Police and Swastikas

The Inspector General of Police has issued a communiqué 
relating to the alleged marking of Swastikas upon the “ shields " 
of the British police at the Levant Fair. as reported by the Hebrew 
papers ITTON MEYUHAD and HAARETz. 

~ There were no such marks made on the tenders,” states 
the note. “No helmets were marked: no members of the 
public complained at the time. One shield was marked with this 
device in coloured pencil. The shield is not a personal issue and 
the mark had been made previously when in store. When attention 
was drawn to it by a Palestinian policeman, the shield was imme- 
diately put into the bottom of the tender, and was not used or shown 
again. The Inspector General, however, regrets that even this 
should have occurred, which he considers to be in the worst of 
taste. He expresses his regret that any member of the Palestine 
Police should have allowed it to happen.”

MONTHLY MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE 
COMMUNICATED 

\ meeting of the Executive Council of the Zionist Federation 
was held recently in the Conference Room, 77, Great Russell Street, 
We, The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom presided. 

The Hon. Officers reported that the Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, 
will deliver the Herzl Memorial Address at the Great Synagogue, on 
July 2nd, at 8.50 p.m.,on the occasion of the 30th anniversary of 
the death of the founder of the Zionist Organisation. 

The Shekel Committee reported that well over 6,000 Shekalim 
had already been paid for during the vear 5694, while 45,000 was 
the total number of Shekalim distributed for sale. 

The Financial Statement presented to the meeting showed that 
the income since October Ist, 1933, to date totalled £1.112. and 
expenditure £1,133. Mr. Paul Goodman, who submitted the State- 
ment, said that well over £300 had already been received in annual 
subscriptions, which exceeded the receipts under this heading in 
any previous year, and which was double the amount: received in 
5693. The amounts received in Dues also represented a very con- 
siderable advance on the previous year, and in both cases the 
satisfactory results were due to the energetic efforts of Mr. S. 
Temkin, the Secretary for Education and Propaganda. 

Dr. Hinden and Mr. Goldenberg then reported on the work of 
the A.Y.Z.5. They said that ten Societies had recently affiliated in 
London, and seven in the Provinces. The greatest advance of the 
Association was in the field of educational work. 
a number of pamphlets, and contemplated publishing many more. 
A Joint Cultural Committee, representing the A.Y.Z.S., Ziona and 
the U.Z.F., had been appointed last January, and was proving useful, 
The A.Y.Z.S. had re-drafted its Constitution at the last Annual 
Conference on the model of the Zionist Federation, and had made it 
compulsory for every member to be a Shekel holder. 

Mr. E. Shine reported on the work of the U.Z.F. He said that 
the U.Z.F. had co-operated in the formation of a Zionist Graduates’ 
Association. A session of their last Conference was devoted to 
Hebrew, and part of their Magazine—the StupENT ZIONIST—was 
printed in Hebrew. 

Dr. Brodetsky reported on the political situation, in the course 
of which he welcomed the resolution of the Board of Deputies 
protesting against the immigration restrictions into Palestine. The 
Executive contemplated issuing a book on the problem of immigra- 
tion as a whole.

Cooling Drinks 


Barley Water 
Pearl barley, 1 tablespoonfuts, One lemon. 
Boiling water, 2 pints. Sugar. 

WASH the barley ; put it in a saucepan and cover with cold water. 
Bring quickly to the boil, then strain it. Put the strained barley and 
thinly peeled lemon rind in a jug and pour the boiling water over. Leave 
till cold, then add the strained juice of the lemon and sweeten to taste. 
The quantity of lemon juice and sugar must be varied according to 
individual likes. 

Serve very cold, and in hot weather make it fresh every day as it 
quickly sour.

Jewish Convalescent Home 
| From a Corre spondent | 


Miss Margaret Langdon, reviewing the year's work at the Annual 
Meeting of subscribers to the Home, at Rose Bank, Lymm, over 
which she presided, commented on the useful position the Home 
filled in providing restful holidays for poor, over-worked mothers 
and their children. The Home had been in use the whole year, and 
in the spring and summer 53 mothers and 63 babies spent a total 
of 240 weeks there. In addition, during the other seasons, the 
institution was used as a convalescent home for schoolchildren, 
recommended by head teachers, school clinics, hospitals and doctors; 
and in the year 79 children had spent altogether 806 weeks in the 
Home. Almost the whole cost for these children was borne by the 
Manchester Women's Lodge of the B'nai Brith. The Committee 
were grateful to the ladies of the B'nai B'rith for that work, as they 
were also to Mrs. Jacobs, Mrs. Woolf and other ladies. Financially, 
the Home had not done so well. The income had fallen by £50; 
extensions were urgently necessary, and in the report the Com.-. 
mittee acknowledged the sum of £250, the gift of the Marks and 
Sieff families, towards the special building fund. Mrs. Myrans, 
President of the Women's B'nai Brith Lodge, seconded the adoption 
of the report and accounts.

Super-British Liverpool 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—I have for some considerable time been contemplating 
writing to you in connection with the “Aryan Paragraph” which 
appears in the announcement that the Liverpool Old Hebrew 
Congregation require a Reader. Without desiring to enquire into 
the reasons which prompted the late Mr. Braham to attach to his 
munificent bequest the remarkable conditions he did, one cannot 
but ask in the first place what conceivable difference it might make 
to the ministry of a gentleman if his parents were born in England 
or abroad. Surely the minister's work must meet with satisfaction 
or otherwise on ‘its own merits, and cannot, in the nature of things, 
depend upon his parents’ birthplace. 

in the second place, how many Ministers or prospective Ministers are 
there in the whole of our Anglo-Jewry who are “born within the United 
Kingdom of British-born parents”’ ‘The best proof there can be that 
there exists this dearth of material is clearly the fact that since the 
announcement calling for applications first appeared in your columns some 
months ago, not one applicant has been seen in the SVnagogue— on trial 
or otherwise, 

Thirdly, it must surely be borne in mind that the major part of the 
inembers and worshippers at the Synagogue are themselves either foreign 
born, or the children of foreign-born. parents-—the Senior Warden himself 
is, like many of his Committee, foreign-born—sothat to appoint a Minister 
who must of necessity be “ English ben English,” is creating a potential 


gap between leader and led which all the wealth of the late Mr. Braham 


could hardly hope to bridge. 

Whether this condition attached to the Braham Bequest arises fron: 
a real desire to further the best interests ol the Congregation, or from a 
form of snobbery happily rare in Anglo Jewry, it is not for me to say ; but 
there can be little doubt as to the pernicious results of such a policy. 
Who knows. but that your correspondent, * Reb Sheftel’s ” perfectly true 
romark that the local Jewish Ministry “is nothing but a standing joke ” is 
not. to be accounted for by the very attitude to which Mr. Maurice Nathan 
Look such proper exception ” .

Maurice Bannister at the Free Reading Room 


From the artist's point of view one can hardly commend the 
use of the Jewish Free Reading Room in Whitechapel Road for free 
concerts, for its glass windows look out on tothe Whitechapel Road, 
is noisy @ street as one could find.

The Value of Rehearsals 


It is a pity that owing to an unfortunate accident Emil Kahn was 
unable to rehearse the London Symphony Orchestra thoroughly for 
his concert at Queen's Hall. That fact goes far to explain the lack 
of grip that Kahn manifested in certain of the works performed. 
Even with Arthur Rubinstein’s help at the solo instrument Bralims’ 
pianoforte Concerto No. 1 sounded a little heavy and slow to move, 
and Falla’s “ Nights in the Garden of Spain” (Rubinstein again at 
the piano) could easily have been given a much more spirited inter- 
pretation. Perhaps, too, Emil Kahn is-a little jerky in his style of 
conducting, and that does not make for smooth and convincing 
playing on the part of the orchestra. But another rehearsal would 
have made a great deal of difference. H.CS,
